Plot Is ‘Too Little 
Regarded in Opera 


By Edward Moore. 
HESE words are intended to be frankly educational, but 
an effort will be made to keep the process as painless as 
possible. It is-a plea for an element too little regarded 
in opera, namely, and to-wit: the plot. Perhaps it is 
because operas are generally given in a foreign language, but 
there is a continual tendency on the part of many patrons to 


giorified song recital in costume 
and with orchestral accompani- 
ment. 

In reality 4n opera is a stage 
play, and especially in modern 
operas the dramatic interest is 
quite as strong as the musical. A 
little preliminary study of librettos 
would help considerably; but this 
is not always convenient or enjoy- 
able. 

Out at Ravinia they do not 
sell librettos, since Mr. Eckstein 
tries to hold down the cost of opera 
going as much as is humanly pos- 
sible. As a substitute, he prints 
as many plots as he can in the 
programs, There are some that 
are protected by copyright that he 
is not permitted to make public in this fashion, the idea of 
the copyright holders evidently being that to keep such 
things as secret as possible is to make them more interesting. 
Even then the late comers do not have a chance to read the 
stories before the lights go down, and they are consequently 
at a loss.
